Though he died 
trying to escape, the Americans didn't catch him. 


A short two centuries later, I'm approaching other nations asking if 
in the future they would consider disabled survivors of North 
American pollution as refugees, on the grounds that our government 
has encouraged intolerance towards us, and has indicated in several 
public statements that it is quite content, at least for now, to let 
the disabling of one group by other Canadians continue.
